— THAT British prisoners in Germany during the first World War 
issued their own postage stamps? The British were interned in a 
prison camp at Ruhleben, where they organized their own postal 
service.

Before the conflict began Paraguay had a 
population of 1,337,439 When the war had ended only 221,079 were 
left alive and only a few thousand were men. Paraguay changed its 
govemment and remembered the event with a special stamp fifty 
years later. ★ ★ * 

— THAT Lenin. the founder of Soviet Russia, wrote articles under 
a false name for newspapers of the Czar's government so he could 
attack them in his own journal? Although the Russian leader has 
been dead for a number of years his paper, Pravda, is the 
largest in Moscow * ^ * ' 




— THAT the only postage stamp show-ing a dog as. a pet 
was printed by the Republic of Panama? To honor the 
four hundredth anniversary of the discovery of the Pacific 
Ocean "by Balboa, Panama issued a stamp showing the explorer look- 
ing out over the vast sea with h^s dog at his feet.
